The Crows Nest Pass was caught 
in one of the worst winter storms 
in many years as snow three feet 
or more piled up from a continuous 
snow storm that lasted from early 
Sunday to late Monday night and 
again on Tuesday morning. Th)e 
temperature in Coleman Monday 
morning was 5 degrees above and 
on Tuesday morning it went into 
a nose-dive to hit 14 below. Tues¬ 
day morning offered no break in 
the storm. 

The temperature dropped to 28 
below zero this Thursday morning.

Mines Idle 

Due to the heavy snow storm 
East Kootenay Power Company 
was unable to supply sufficient 
power to Pass mines with the re¬ 
sult that all mines were idle with 
the exception of McGillivray Creek. 
On Tuesday morning all mines re¬ 
mained idle. Local consumers, 
caught with l»w stocks of coal, 
started to phone for additional 
coal supplies so the companies met 
the challenge by putting horse and 
sleigh into service, trucks being 
unable to navigate the snow 
blocked roads. 

Roads Blocked 

All highways east and west of 
the town were blocked. The town’s 
snowplow, with Joe Malanchuk at 
the wheel was out at 4 o’clock 
Monday morning to clear main 
and residential streets. The strain 
on the plow was too severe how¬ 
ever and it broke down. A bull¬ 
dozer was put to work on the 
streets but it apparently failed to 
accomplish the work required as 
it soon disappeared. The town plow 
came back in the evening and did 
some good work in partially open¬ 
ing some of the main residential 
streets. Due to the death Monday 
evening of Mrs. C. F. Dunlop on 
Third street the plow was called 


to open third street. 

Monday two trucks from the 
Pass Dairy reached Coleman with 
milk supplies and were left stran¬ 
ded here as the drivers took other 
means to get home. A third truck 
is in the ditch between'Coleman 
and Blairmore. 

The government plow failed to 
make its appearance and it is not 
known whether it is still in usable 
shape or not. It was being used 
Sunday night at about 11 o'clock 
in the Crows Nest Lake area. 

Schools Out 

Due to blocked roads and continu¬ 
ous snow fall the school attendance 
was affected Monday morning. 
Those hardy youngster s who brav¬ 
ed the storm were promptly sent 
home by the teachers who feared 
for their saftey should the storm 
continue heavily and make walking 
even more difficult. The high school 
remained in class for a short per¬ 
iod when it was decided to send the 
students home. On Tuesday morn¬ 
ing the entire school was closed. 

Doctors Handicapped 

The local doctors were among 
those who. were working under the 
severest strain. Due to blocked 
road® they were unable to use their 
cara and were to be seen during 
the day and late at night, w|itb 
black bag in hand, trudging 
thxougfa’ItiW'haa.vy show trying a* 
best they could to reach the Hick. 

One or two grocery truck drivers 
tried to buck the^snow but soon 
decided that it was an impossible 
task and sought shelter of theftr 
garages. Joe Kapalka, of The 
Friendly Store, was seen Monday 
noon trying to deliver goods on 
foot. 

Those residets of Carobndale and 
Willow drive were completely iso¬ 
lated. The roads were blocked and 
it was quite some distance to the 
nearest grocery store.

All Local Organizations To Be 
Asked To Have Representation 
On Key Committee; Estimate 
$40,000 Required. 

On Thursday evening a rather 
disappointing number of sports en¬ 
thusiasts and citizens generally at¬ 
tended a special public meeting of 
Coleman Sports Association. Ap, 
proximately half of those in atten¬ 
dance were youths who were fret¬ 
ful lest they be deprived of their 
winter sport in the local skating 
arena. 

Association president John Mc¬ 
Neil was chairman and in his re¬ 
marks commented on the apparent 
lack of interest of sportsmen in the 
Association’s activities. He stated 
it was no secret that the skating 
rink wa® in a deplorable physical 
condition. It had been decided by 
the Association’s executive that the 
arena be operated this seasos and 
that minor repairs be made to the 
building. However, he warned, if 
nothing more than these minor re¬ 
pairs were made it would be too 
dangerous to operate the arena 
during the season 1947-48. He 
earnestly hoped that at this time 
next year the citizens would be 
ready to open a new civic centre 
building. 

He praised the efforts of the 
Coleman Board of Trade in spon¬ 
soring a Rodeo on behalf of the 
Oivic Centre Fund. The net profits 
from that Rodeo were now placed 
in a special fund known as the 
Civic Centre Fund. 

He estimated that it would re¬ 
quire $56,000 to $40-000 in cash 
plus approximately 60 per cent 
salvage from the present skating 
arena to build the civic centre at 
present contemplated by the 
sports’ association. 

Discussion was wide open for a 
considerable period. It was finally 
decided that increased interest by 
all citizns of the community was 
required and that a strong commit¬ 
tee should be appointed to create 
that interest The result was that 
the following were assigned the 
task of creating greater public in¬ 
terest in the civic centre project: 
H. Allen, chairman, J- McDonald, 
secretary, Mayor F. Aboussafy, 
George Ford, John McNeil, Ray 
Spillers and A. Balloch. 


The first step towards this ob¬ 
jective will be to send circular " 
letters to all local organizations 
asking each organization to appoint 
a stipulated number of representa¬ 
tives whose duty it will be to at¬ 
tend a prospective meeting and 
that at least one of their represen¬ 
tatives must be prepared to act on 
the key executive. Possibly in Jan- 
uarj^ <>r February when facts and 
figures have been secured by the 
comnuttW a public meeting w ill be 
held in the community hall to de¬ 
bate the project and determine just 
how the money is to be raised.

She came a s a young woman to 
western Canada, and in 1901 mar¬ 
ried Mr. Charles F. Dunlop, in 
Femie, BC. In 1905 she and her 
husband came to live in Coleman, 
where she resided until her death. 

She was predjceaaed by her hus¬ 
band in March 1918, Lieut.

During her forty-one years resi¬ 
dence in Coleman Mrs. Dunlop had 
taken an active interest, in com¬ 
munity affairs. In the early days 
she was interested in the building 
and progress of St. Paul’s United 
church, and was an ardent worker 
in the Women’s Institute. 

During the Frst Great War Mrs. 
Dunlop was Secretary-treasurer 
for the local branch of the Red

Newspapers Still Best 
Media For Advertising 

Bureau Of Statistics 
Give Summary Of Figures 

Newspapers still are the best ad¬ 
vertising media in Canada, according 
to a report of the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics which, summarizing the 
activities of 47 advertising agencies 
in 1945, reveals that of the total 
billings 65.6 per cent, represented ad¬ 
vertising in newspapers, magazines 
and other printed matter. 

Radio advertising accounted for 
only 19.6 per cent, of the billings 
while the remaining 14.8 per cent, 
represented advertising expenditures 
in other media. 

The survey covered agencies of the 
type which contract for space, radio 
or other advertising media and which 
place the advertising for clients on 
a commission or fee basis. 

The total billings for the year 1945 
reported by these agencies amounted 
to $42,471,233, an increase of 15 per 
cent, over the $36,944,785 reported by 
41 agencies in 1944 and 45.3 per 
cent, over the figure reported by 49 
agencies in 1941. 

Agencies whose annual billings 
amounted to over $2,500,000 reported 
62.2 per cent, of their billings for ad¬ 
vertising in various types of publica¬ 
tions. 


Disappears Again 

Falcon Island In South Pacific Has 
Been Rising And Sinking For 
Years 

AUCKLAND, N.Z.—That jack-in- 
the-box island in the South Pacific 
is gone again. 

The crew of a New Zealand gov¬ 
ernment motor vessel, the Maui Po- 
mare, reported that they passed the 
spot where barren, uninhabited Fal¬ 
con island, in the Tonga (Friendly) 
group was supposed to be, but it 
wasn’t there. 

The island, which has been rising 
and sinking in the sea ever since its 
discovery 80 years ago, is—or was— 
350 miles from the island of Niuafoo, 
where a volcano erupted recently and 
possibly caused Falcon to sink. 

First observed as a reef in 1865, 
Falcon disappeared and reappeared 
through the years until in 1927 vio¬ 
lent eruptions resulted in the forma¬ 
tion of an island 360 feet high. Geol¬ 
ogists landed there in 1928 and found 
it composed mainly of ash ar.d rock.

It was agreed to affiliate with 
the Caledonian Curling Associa¬ 
tion.

Mr. Hanrehan reports a snow slide 
at the lake and conditions much 
more severe than are being ex¬ 
perienced in Coleman. His plow 
broke down under the strain and 
repairs were expected from Mac- 
leod on Wednesday’s west bound 
train. Tuesday's mixed train which 
is scheduled to arrive in Coleman 
at 2.30 p.m. arrived here Wednes¬ 
day morning at 7.45 

Open Pass Highway 

The bull-dozers belonging to. 
West Canadian Collieries and the 
Town of Bairmore were put into 
play Tuesday evening and opened 
the road from Bellevue to Cole¬ 
man. Traffic is now passing be¬ 
tween the three towns. The high¬ 
way west of Coleman is still 
blocked tight. 

Milk Supplies 

Milk is being trucked into 
Coleman in limited supplies. 
Queues line up within a mat¬ 
ter of minutes when it becomes 
known a cafe or store has 
milk. Coleman Dairy and De- 
Groot’s Dairy have been un¬ 
able to bring their milk into 
town and since all their con¬ 
tainers are full of milk they 
have been forced to separate 
the milk to salvage the cream. 
This means lost milk for the 
children but had they failed to 
separate, the cream too would 
have been lost. 

William Oliver on Tuesday 
managed to get a big truck 
loaded with milk from his 
dairy west of Blairmore into 
the town of Blairmore where 
he got stuck. He managed to 
get the truck into a garage 
where he distributed the milk 
to all and sundry who were 
fortunate enough to know 
milk was available. In Belle¬ 
vue a tractor got into the Bou- 
gush Dairy and sufficient milk 
was taken from there to ser¬ 
vice Hillcrest which had been 
without milk for three consec¬ 
utive days. 

Bellevue 

A tractor was brought into 
play at Bellevue to clear main 
street. Unfortunately the 
driver got too near the hy. 
drant in frdnt of Paton’s Bak¬ 
ing Service store and snapped 
the hydrant off at the base. 
The heavy stream of water 
spread across the street and 
also into the basement of the 
Bakery where much flour was 
stored. No estimate of the 
damage has been received. 

Crows Nest 

Joe Hanrahan, government 
roadman, reports drifts eigh¬ 
teen feet deep in and around 
Crows Nest lake. Five cars 
were stranded in the snow. A 
bus got stalled at Crows Nest 
station and the passengers 
were given shelter at Crows 
Nest C.P.R. Inn. Practically 
all passengers had gone home 
via train by Wednesday morn¬ 
ing.

Overseas Yule Mail 
Should Be Posted 
Early 

Usual warnings to the mailing 
public that they post their over- 
s eas Christmas letters and parcels 
early, are now being sounded by 
Cajnadiian postal authorities. 
Christmas is only about six weeks 
away, and: the public is being cau¬ 
tioned to mail a s soon as possible 
because last minute postings, if 
general, might render it impossible 
for the post office to find sufficient 
accommodation on the last vessels 
leaving this country in time to en¬ 
sure Christmas delivery. 

The following deadline dates for 
surface transports have been set: 
Nov. 18, the continent, letters and 
parcels; Nov. 25, the United King¬ 
dom, parcels; December 2, the 
United Kingdom letters. 

Mail which has to travel longer 
distances should be posted propor¬ 
tionately earlier. 

Gift parcels may now be mailed 
to individuals in the United King¬ 
dom up to Hie maximum weight 
limit of 20 pounds. They are not 
restricted to one per month for a 
sender to the same addressee. 

Postal authorities emphasize that 
parcels must be well packed in or¬ 
der to stand the handling. Christ¬ 
mas mails are extremely heavy and 
unless pajroeis are strongly and 
securly packed the goods are liable 
to be broken. 

The 11-pound weight limit at the 
12 cent-p|er-paun<l low rate still 
applies on Armed Forces parcels, 
which should bear fully-completed 
Custom Declaration form must be 
affixes to all parcels.

Council Seeks 
Priority In 
P.O.W. Fence 

To Tighten Building Regula¬ 
tions; To Endeavor To Get Bull¬ 
dozer To Gear Streets. 

Regular meeting of the town 
council was held on Tuesday eve¬ 
ning. Present Mayor A'boussafy, 
Councillors Cox, Dutil, Jenkins, 
Ramsay and Wilson. 

L. S. Richards, of Coleman Board 
of Tra^le, was present to solicit 
council’s support in securing fen¬ 
cing from either the Lethbridge or 
Medicine Hat Internment camps. 
Council has third priority, the fe¬ 
deral and provincial governments 
being the two bodies having higher 
priority than a town council. 
Council will support the board of 
trade in endeavoring to secure the 
fence and a letter placing the order 
was authorized to be sent to War 
Assets Corporation immediately. 
The board of trade will itake care 
of expense. 

Mrs. Nick Deputak, relief reci¬ 
pient, submitted a list of clothing. 
Only certain items on the list were 
granted. 

Fire Chief Antle’s fire report 
was submitted. Five men are now 
residing above the council chamber 
in addition to driver Harold Wil¬ 
letts, all being immediately avail¬ 
able in case of fire. A single bed 
was authorized to be placed in a 
room in the second storey. 

A sanitary report was submitted. 
Six homes are located on two ad¬ 
jacent lots at the east end of se¬ 
cond street. A complaint was re¬ 
ceived from one party against on 
outhouse being practically u(p 
against her kitchen window. The 
proprietor of this particular lot 
will have the government’s sani¬ 
tary regulations presented by mail. 

The sanitary report brought on 
a full dressed debate regarding 
building regulations and the issu¬ 
ing of building permits. It wa)s 
the concensus of opinion that the 
town had been too lax in its build¬ 
ing regulations and that stricter 
enforcement had to be made. 

Henceforth all persons renova¬ 
ting their premises or building new 
projects must receive a permit be¬ 
fore commencing work. Each 
month from now on the Building 
Committee’s duty will be to exa¬ 
mine all applications before sect etary 
will be given power to issue such 
permits. 

Trucks travelling around the 
corner and to the side of Excel 
Buildings and along the CPR track 
are a source of danger to pedes¬ 
trian traffic. Since trucks are not 
supposed to use this area it will 
be barricaded to trucks by means 
of stout wooden posts being placed 
at the entrance to the area. 

Mayor Aboussafy reported to 
council that due to present storm 
conditions the town’s truck, which 
has the snow low attached, had 
broken an axel. Luckily it had been 
repaired in a matter of hours. 
Since roads were blocked freight 
and express had. jammed the local 
CPR dpot to the point that the 
agent threatened to halt further 
shipments from Calgary and Leth¬ 
bridge. This could not be permitted, 
stated the Mayor, and asked coun¬ 
cil to authorize the bulldozer 
should it be available, or get the 
town plow with the aid of as many 
able bodied men as required to 
clear the road to the depot in order 
that merchants could get their 
goods from the depot and thus al¬ 
low a normal flow of goods to 
reach Coleman by train. Couijpl 
gave the Works & Property per¬ 
mission to get the roads open as 
quickly as possible and by any 
means at its disposal. 

A lengthy letter was read from 
D. P. McDonald, town solicitor, re¬ 
garding Coleman Light & Water. 
Much progress has been made and 
the solicitor is ready to present 
the town’s case just a» soon as Mr. 
Blackstock, chairman of the board 
of public utility commissioners, 
will set o date.

Advice Given For 
Care Of Infants 

Common Sense Can 
Prevent Most Accidents 

Fatal accidents among infants are 
common—and common sense can 
prevent them. 

Mrs. Anne H. Barnard, director of 
the ‘Women’s Division of the National 
Safety Council, Chicago, knows the 
hazards and how to avoid them. Here 
is her advice to young mothers. 

Accidents caused 58.9 per cent, of 
the deaths of children in the United 
States under five last year—the low¬ 
est rate on record for this age group. 
Mrs. Barnard says most child deaths 
were caused by burns and suffocation. 
Poisoning, drowning and falling con¬ 
tributed to the total of 7,912 child 
fatalities occurring in 1944. ’ 

She says even the safety pin is un¬ 
safe because the dangers of pricking 
a child or of its being swallowed. A 
mother so often sets a poor example 
by holding safety pins in her mouth 
while changing a diaper. 

Safety pins should be stuck into 
the mattress or cake of soap. When 
not in use the pins should be closed ’ 
and put out of reach of busy little 
hands. 

A safety pin should not be used 
to fasten a blanket around an infant. 
This practice, a survey shows, is the 
principal cause of death by smother-

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PREDICTS CANADA'S PRICE 
CONTROLS WILL WITHSTAND 
ANY DROP IN WORLD PRICES 


KENTVILLE, N.S.-A prediction 
that Canada’s price controls would 
enable the Dominion to withstand any 
possible "nosedive" in world primary 
products prices was made here by 
Finance Minister Ilsley. 

In a speech prepared for delivery 
at a meeting here. Mr. Ilsley said 
that “considering the high prices at 
which CQtton, wheat and some other 
products have been’ selling in the 
United States or elsewhere in recent 
months, this (price drop) may be in¬ 
evitable.” 

“If so we have the assurance that 
Canada is in a position to withstand 
a shock of this kind in a way that 
was not possible in 1920 or 1929. By 
refusing to allow Canadian prices to 
follow world prices in their sharp 
upward course we Have insured our¬ 
selves substantially against the hard¬ 
ships consequent upon deflation in 
the future.” 

The government’s aim, he said, has 
been “to get rid of any control we 
safely could drop but not to get rid 
of those which were still needed.” 

“I should like to make it clear that 
the action of the United States gov¬ 
ernment a week or so ago in aban¬ 
doning price control does not mean, 
that Canada must or will take similar 
action. 

“We have no intention of remov¬ 
ing price controls except in the or¬ 
derly manner the government now is 
following. 

"I do not pretend to know where 
the cost of living will ultimately set¬ 
tle....! do know, however, that the 
official cost of living index in the 
United States is now nearly 50 per 
cent, above pre-war (as compared 
with 25 per cent, in Canada), and 
that roughly one-third of this in¬ 
crease has happened since the end 
of the war....” 

WANTED FREEDOM 


HAVE NO EFFECT 

Canada’s Prices To Stand Up Against 
U.S. Rising Tide 

OTTAWA.—The rising tide of un¬ 
controlled United States prices is not 
expected here to wash much cash out 
of the Canadian consumer’s pocket- 
book. Canada’s prices are seen by 
federal officials as able to stand up 
to the pressure generally. 

Despite the close economic tie-in 
between the two countries, cushions 
of various kinds serve to insulate 
Canada considerably. 

Some of these are: 

1. Lowering the excise tax on some 

items to permit their purchase at 
higher U.S. prices and sale in Can¬ 
ada at unchanged prices. I 

2. Changing the markup system on 
some articles as was followed when 
U.S. farm implement prices rose 
some time ago. 

3. Taking the last ceiling price set 
by the now-defunct O.P.A. as the 
Canadian ceiling. 

4. A firm hand on Canadian ceil¬ 
ings generally. 

The recent revaluation of the Can¬ 
adian dollar to parity with the Amer¬ 
ican dollar also was seen as giving 
the Canadian buyer an advantage of 
around 10 per cent, that he didn’t 
have previously in making U.S. pur¬ 
chases. 

Prices board officials scanning re¬ 
ports of increased prices in U.S. 
soaps and non-ferrous metals said 
Canada had her 'own soap economy 
and she doesn’t buy any lead, cop¬ 
per or zinc—leaders in the metals 
flurry—from the United States. 

Government sources said, too, it 
was the intention to keep Canadian 
ceiling prices clamped down tightly I 
on these metals. 


STILL DECLINfNG 


Polish War Veterans Have Come To 
Canada As Special Immigrants 

HALIFAX.—A happy queue of be- 
ribboned Polish war veterans march¬ 
ed off a big transport onto the Can¬ 
adian soil which has adopted them. 

Capt. Jerzy Marcinowski, Polish 
commandant and British 8th army 
veteran, spoke for the 1,700 special 
immigrants when he said: "We are 
in Canada because we want to live 
like free men. There is no freedom! 
in Europe today.” 

This was the first draft of 4,000 
Polish soldiers who fought with the 
Canadians in the Mediterranean 
theatre and recently were selected 
for farm work—preferring this rath¬ 
er than return to their own country. 

The Poles, big, husky, predomi¬ 
nantly blond men, were wearing well- 
worn British-type uniforms bearing 
the shoulder flashes of the British 
8th army and wearing their own dis¬ 
tinctive lapel insignia. Most of them 
wore proud Polish battle honors that 
included ribbons for Tobruk and 
Monte Cassino. 

The only member of the group who 
had been in Canada before was Pte. i 
Joseph Zajorski who lived in Toronto | 
for seven years up to 1926. He had 
made enough money as a foundry | 
moulder to go back to his homeland, 
buy a farm, get married and flourish. 

"But then the Russians and Ger¬ 
mans came,” he recalled, "and I lost 
everything.” 


Butter Production During October 

Dropped Almost Nine Per Cent 

OTTAWA.—Production of cream¬ 
ery butter in Canada during October 
dropped to 21,807,000 pounds from 
the 23,926,000 pounds produced in 
October, 1945, down almost nine per 
cent., the Dominion bureau of statis¬ 
tics reported. 

All provinces shared in the de¬ 
crease, which brought cumulative 
j output for the first 10 months of this 
1 year to 245,994,000 pounds, against 
268,752,000 in the corresponding per¬ 
iod of 1945, a decline of 8.5 per cent. 

Commenting on the decline, prices 
board spokesmen said it still was too 
early to determine whether the board 
would have to follow last winter’s 
course and cut the individual butter 
ration, at present at six ounces per 
person per week. # 

PARCELS FOR BRITAIN 

LONDON.—The food ministry an¬ 
nounced arrangements had been ap¬ 
proved for schools in the British do¬ 
minions to send gift parcels of food 
for distribution among schools in 
Britain. The^ninistry said that "over¬ 
seas schools wishing to participate 
may consign parcels to the overseas 
gifts (food) allocation centre” of the 
food ministry.

FELD MARSHAL SMUTS SERVED 
NOTICE THAT SOUTH AFRICA 
WILL ANNEX MANDATED AREA 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y.—The Union 
of South Africa served notice that it 
will annex the mandated territory of 
Southwest Africa whether the Unit¬ 
ed Nations general assembly ap¬ 
proves it or not. 

Field Marshal Jan Christian Smuts, 
South Africa’s prime minister, threw 
his take-it-or-leave-it proposals into 
the assembly’s trusteeships commit¬ 
tee in the face of Soviet-led hostility 
to the South Africa proposal to take 
over the territory. 

Southwest Africa, owned by Ger¬ 
many until the end of the First Great 
War, has been administered by South 
Africa since then as a League of Na¬ 
tions mandate. 

The South African pronouncement 
came after Great Britain had thrown 
its weight behind the annexation bid. 

Arthur G. Bottomley, British dele¬ 
gate, warmly defended the South 
African proposal before the United 
Nations trusteeship committee. Sov¬ 
iet Ambassador Nicolai Novikov prev¬ 
iously had denounced the proposal as 
a flagrant violation of the UN char¬ 
ter. ' 

Bottomley said that the UN char¬ 
ter did not force any nation to put its 
mandated territory under trusteeship 
and that “credit is due to the South 
African government” for giving other 
nations the opportunity of expressing 
any opinion on its proposal. 

Bottomley said that the United 
Kingdom was ‘ 'satisfied” with the 


polls taken by South Africa to deter¬ 
mine whether the natives of South¬ 
west Africa wanted 'annexation. Novi¬ 
kov had denounced the South Africa 
figures as a “ficticious demonstra¬ 
tion.” 

Dimitar Vlahov, following for 
Yugoslavia the line laid down by 
Russia, told the committee that 
“Yugoslavia energetically opposes” 
the South African proposal. 

“We'll never permit aggression in 
any way,” Vlahov said. 

The Yugoslav echoed Novikov’s as¬ 
sertion that the proposed annexation 
violated charter principles, and 
charged that the Soutlw African poll 
had been confined to tribal chieftains 
and thus did not reflect the wishes 
of the majority of the natives of 
Southwest Africa. < 

Guba’s Dr. Guy Perez Cisneros also j 
attacked the proposal as "contrary 
to the letter and spirit of the char- ! 
ter” and urged a UN trusteeship for 
Southwest Africa. 

Smuts flatly rejected demands by 
Russia and Yugoslavia and some of 
the smaller United Nations that 
Southwest Africa be placed under U^T 
trusteeship. 

"In view of the dearly expressed 
wishes of the inhabitants of South¬ 
west Africa,” Smuts said, “it would 
not be possible for the Union govern¬ 
ment to submit to a trusteeship 
agreement in conflict with those 
wishes." 



ELECTRONIC PIANOS DEVELOPED IN VANCOUVER—Vancouver 
technicians, utilizing a magnetic principle never before embodied in a musi¬ 
cal instrument, have produced an electronic piano. Instead of wire strings, 
it has tuned bars of magnetized steel as thick as a pencil set solidly in a 
heavy casting. When a bar is struck by a heavily-padded mallet, no mechan¬ 
ical sound is produced, but the slight vibration sets up a moving magnetic 
field which cuts across a coil of wire, inducing an electric current in the 
coil. Amplified, the current drives a speaker. Piano never needs tuning.

Gasoline Tank Was Empty 
PRESTWICK, Ayrshire, Scotland. 
—A British Overseas Airways cor¬ 
poration Liberator flew around Prest¬ 
wick airport to use up 2,500 gallons 
of gasoline before making an emerg¬ 
ency landing while ambulances, doc¬ 
tors and fire engines stood by below.

SECOND ESTIMATE OF CANADA'S 
1946 WHEAT CROP RACED 
AT 418,000,000 BUSHELS 


PRICES ADVANCE 

Soap And Other Scarcer Products 
Cost More In United States 
NEW YORK. — Prices of some 
scarce products, led by soaps and 
non-ferrous metals, jumped out from 
under the now-obliterated Office of 
Price Administration ceilings in the 
United States with advances ranging 
from 10 tq about 50 per cent. 

While many manufacturers and 
dealers held to the old price lines on 
literally hundreds of items, others 
wavered or announced increases. 

Most soap manufacturers said 
wholesale prices on their products 
would be increased by 50 per cent. 

The prices of lead, copper and zinc 
spurted upward almost simultaneous¬ 
ly. Kennecott Copper company, the 
leading United States producer, re -1 
ported a boost of 3% cents to 17 y 2 : 
cents a pound. 


AUTOMOBILE PRICES TO 
REMAIN AT SAME LEVEL 

OTTAWA.—Announcement by Gen¬ 
eral Motors corporation in Detroit of 
a $100 increase in the retail price of 
its automobiles has no direct bearing 
on the price of Canadian-made cars, 
the prices board said. 

Canadians will have to pay extra 
on imported General Motors cars but 
the cost of made-in-Canada automo-j 
biles remains at the present level. 

A board spokesman said that a 
Canadian manufacturer may increase 
prices only if he proves financial ne¬ 
cessity. 


RECORD CROPS 

WASHINGTON.—Favored by ideal 
fall harvest weather in October, the 
United States is virtually assured its 
largest output of crops in history, 
the agriculture department reported. 
A record production had been fore¬ 
cast previously, but unusually good 
weather the last four weeks, which 
improved acreage yields of many 
crops, brought the prediction to real¬ 
ization. 


OTTAWA.—Canada's 1946 wheat 
crop was placed at 418,000 bushels 
in the second estimate of production" 
of field crops by the Dominion bur¬ 
eau of statistics. 

The first estimate, issued Sept. 12, 
placed the wheat crop at 440,567,000 
bushels. The 1945 crop was 305,912- 
"10. 

Oat production for all Canada this 
year Was estimated at 399,500,000 
bushels, barley at 159,900,000, rye at 
6,900,000 and flaxseed at 7,700,000. 

Wheat production in Saskatchewan 
was estimated at 198,000,000 bushels, 
against 216,000,000 in the first esti¬ 
mate, while output in Alberta was 
placed at 137,000,000 bushels against 
142,000,000. Manitoba’s production 
now was estimated ai. 63,000,000 
bushels, up. 1,000,000 from the earlier 
estimate. 

Prairie production of oats was esti¬ 
mated at 276,000,000 bushels and 
barley at 145,000,000. 

Noting that the second wheat esti¬ 
mate was lower than the first, the 
bureau said the decline “may be 
largely attributed to unfavorable 
harvesting conditions in Saskatche¬ 
wan and Alberta subsequent to the 
September estimate, but may also be 
due in part to earlier underestimates 
of the extent of damage caused by 
the July frosts.” 

It added that unsatisfactory har¬ 
vesting weather and frosts also 
largely accounted for a reduction in 
the oat estimate of some 12,000,000 
bushels and declines of 4,300,000 
bushels in the barley estimate, more 
than 1,000,000 in flaxseed and 675 
bushels in rye.

OTTAWA.—The labor department 
said that in the wake of recent strike 
settlements the outlook of Canadian 
industry is “optimistic” and predict¬ 
ed early “stimulated” increases in 
steel, electrical apparatus, automo¬ 
bile, rubber, chemical and brass pro¬ 
duction. 

Of 26,000 workers involved in dis¬ 
putes at Oct. 1, all but about 700 
now had returned to work. 

‘An extensive flow of goods (soon) 
will close the general demand-supply 
gap and relieve inflationary pres¬ 
sure,”' a department news release 
said. “The heavy consumer demand 
for all types of goods will probably 
maintain manufacturing employment 
in the next few months, thus offset- 
| ting its normal seasonal decline.” 

I The over-all situation had changed 
: greatly since October, 1945. Since 
then the Dominion’s economy had ab¬ 
sorbed "thousands” of war workers 
and more than 600,000 veterans. Un- 
: employment now was “less than three 
per cent, of the labor force.” 

“In the industrial regions of Que¬ 
bec and Ontario, employment condi- 
j tions show a marked improvement 
! over those of October, 1945. The 
j trend of activity in the seasonally- 
affected prairies and Pacific regions 
i shows a steady recovery from the 
| post-war low in the spring of 1946 
i to a level slightly above that of Oc« 
i tober, 1945. 

“Unplaced applicants registered 
with the national employment service 
; Oct. 31 totalled 134,000, a decrease 
| of 8,000 from the Sept. 30 total. The 
j latest figure was 26,000 less than at 
| July 31. 

Most jobs were found in Ontario, 
i Quebec and the Maritimes, due to 
| strike settlements and expansion in 
j the logging industry. Unemployment 
j increased in the prairies during Oc¬ 
tober and remained stable on the 
I Pacific coast. 

I At the end of October there were 
j 133,000 unfilled vacancies in the 
! Dominion, a 9,000 reduction from the 
' total of 142,000 at Sept. 30.
